News Years Eve Incident 


On Jan 1, 1994 there was an incident at the house involving the Worcester police department. It all 
started when two brother on their way back from downtown Worcester were assaulted. They tried to give their 
statements to a WPD officer downtown but the officer refused to take a statement from inebriated people. 
Upon return to the house, the WPI Police were called. The WPI Police were unable to help because the 
incident occurred off campus. The WPI Police called the WPD again because the victim still wanted to make a 
statement. When the WPD arrived, one of the victims was brought to the front door to give his statement 
again. The WPD officer again refused to take a statement from an inebriated person. The victim then 
expressed his disappointment with vulgarity. The WPD officer then grabbed him, and tried to pull him outside. 
A number of brothers intervened and tried to separate the WPD officer and the victim. This altercation was 
extremely hairy. After this settled down the incident was thought closed. 

About one month later the Dean of Students spoke to the undergraduate president expressing her 
concern about the incident. She strongly suggested the fraternity take some actions against those who were 
involved in the incident. This prompted a number of meetings between the Executive Committee, B.O.D. 
members and the Graduate Chapter’s officers. From these meetings two actions were taken. The first was to 
place the brother who insulted the officer on social probation. The second was to organize a campus wide 
seminar on proper procedure during police involvement. 

This seminar is for Undergraduate as well as Graduate Brothers. Since most of the brothers involved in 
this incident were Graduate Brothers it is strongly recommended to anyone who is available this evening to 
attend the seminar.

16 Years with Tech’s Finest 


With this issue, Jim Nichols ‘86, 
takes over editorial responsibilities 
of this newsletter. And while Jim 
is no slouch when it comes to 
brotherhood (in Carps' opinion), 
he takes over from Scroll #7, the 
guy who has a ANT pledge paddle 
(Lam looking at it as I write) called 
“Tech's Finest". It could not be 
more prophetic, and his 16 years of 
ensuring this quality publication 
are just one of many testaments. 


Characteristically, when I tried to 
ask Jeff Semmel ‘68 about this, 
we talked more about other 
brothers’ contributions than his 
own. But a few facts came out 
which illustrate the part he has 
played. Since 1983, (Jeff would 
only say, “a long time ago”) this 
publication has been written and 
edited at Jeffs house, on Jeff's 
computers, all of which has 
seemed only tangential to the 
parties which he has always 
thrown to camoflage the work he 
does on these activities.

significance of getting to interview 
the Founding Brother. Scroll #1 
is, like most of the DST's and 
Crows I've known, a "regular guy" 
and a pleasure to be with, even 
over the phone. 


Rick came to Worcester Tech from 
Cumberland, RI in 1964 to study 
engineering (what else?). At the 
time the Greek system was perhaps 
even more central to campus life at 
Tech than it is today, and when he 
didn't find a match with one of the 
existing houses, Worcester didn't 
provide many other social outlets. 
(OK maybe things haven't changed 
that much in 30 years...)

Contributing to the variety of 
talents in those who carried on was 
Warren Bentley who, along with 
a direct style and dry sense of 
humor, brought with him, an 
interest and knowledge about 
medieval times. Warren pledged 
in 1966 and contributed his 
expertise in heraldry to the 
development of the ritual and 
trappings of the local house. It is 
fitting that for a fraternity which 
would rely so much on the native 
talents of its Brothers (I'm thinking 
in terms of plumbing, cooking, 
building, ete. ), the original coat of 
arms was both expert and 
home-grown. It was also in this 
time frame that the group selected 
a name for the Fraternity 
Although a first cut was rejected 
because it was found not to be 
original, the second effort was

The new Brothers also took this 
time to become more formally 
organized. They began talking to 
the school and got semi-official 
acknowledgement as a_ "club" 
which meant that they could use 
school common space for their 
meetings. They met weekly in a 
room in the basement of Riley Hall 
near the hallway that led to Alden. 
They also enlisted the help of three 
of their parents, the fathers of Bob 
Hickey, Steve Schwarm, and Jeff 
Semmel, in the setting up of a 
corporation to direct the activities 
of the fraternity. After some 
research, Connecticut was chosen 
as the situs for the corporation, and 
the fathers generously agreed to 
act as Directors 


With these arrangements made, 
and wanting to further strengthen 
and focus the new fraternity, Rick 
and the Brothers set their sights on 
getting the group recognition from 


z4 the school and a house 


They 
managed both and the house came 
from the school, as well, when 
DST was granted 30 Trowbridge 
Street which was the former 
Lambda Chi house. Rick cites the 


} efforts of Steve Schwarm in 


making that happen 
Unfortunately, in a scene which 
was to be repeated years later 
when they vacated the property 
next door to us on Boynton St., 30 
Trowbridge was left a complete 
disaster area by the Lambdas. 


Rick says he spent many weekends 
that summer taking out "pretty 
nasty" trash, scrubbing, painting, 
carrying out broken mattressess 
(uggh!), and working to make the 
place livable when the Fall term 
came. He even spent weekend 
nights alone in the creepy old 
house. What makes these efforts 
really remarkable, and a truly great 
example of Brotherhood, is the 
fact that as of that June, Rick had 
failed out out Worcester Tech. His 
committment to the Fraternity 
never waivered, though. He says 
that "he didn't see academic 
suspension as changing his being a 
part of the group" and therefore 
wanted to see it do well. Indeed 
Brodeur admits that his 
involvement in DST contributed 
to his academic — problems 
although there were other factors 
"Learning came very easily to me 
in elementary and high school." he 
says, adding that he had attendec 
his high school on a scholarship 
"So I didn't know how to study 
very effectively when thing:

avoiding all the meetings to go to Clark University to take 
advantage of more stimulating pursuits. ) 


Dorsey’s article rightly lauds many of the movers and shakers 
behind the PLAN. But he sadly (though perhaps to be expected) 
ignores the support for the new ideas and changes that came 
from the fraternities at that time. For at least the four years 
leading up to 1970 we can vouchsafe the overwhelming support 
the fraternities (individually and through the IFC) gave to the 
Proponents of positive change. 


Alas, not much has changed in this respect over the twenty-five 
years since. The five seers in Ruth Trask’s excellent “2020 
Foresight” blithely ignore the fraternity/sorority system. Colleen 
Fox’s naivete of the world around her is evident in her call for 
refurbished dorms and campus social center to facilitate 
“community living and social growth.” Fraternities and later 
sororities have been doing just that since the turn of the century. 
That a preponderance of the campus leaders, honor society 
members and highly successful alumni have come from the Greek 
system should come as no surprise because they were (and are) 
nurtured by living in communities which demand a large measure 
of management and negotiation skills derived from on-the-job 
training while at the same time developing powerful, lifetime 


friendships supported by effort, cameraderie and ritual. Nevertheless, | do 
support her call for the rebirth of the Goat’s Head Pub. Having imbibed at 
the original one immediately after its founding I can assure her that the 
fraternity system vigorously supported the Pub even in spite of the view of 
one member of the school administration of the time who was heard to 
remark on the founding of the Pub: “We have fraternities. Why do we need 
another place to get drunk?” 


And finally, while | can support Prof. Apelian’s push to a “professional 
master’s degree” or better yet, an MBA, (been there, done that, good deal) 
[ read with regret his call for WPI to “include exposure to organizational 
behavior, finance and management, and global issues...” with absolutely no 
acknowledgement that fraternity (and sorority) membership have been 
providing this exposure for decades. As every fraternity officer, committee 
chairperson and rush coordinator can attest, learning to deal with, react to, 
predict and cope with human behavior and organizational behavior is critical 
to the well being of the House and is something, which when developed in 
the fraternity, carries with as a skill into the rest of life. What house 
manager, steward, treasurer or social chairman doesn’t learn basics of 
finance and accounting under severe budget restraints and cash flow 
hardships? 


In my multidecade experience of dealing with entry level new hires, it is 
easy to detect the fraternity or sorority member. They have an excellent 
sense of financial and management concepts. 


Somehow, the “trivial” memories of Stessel rigging safety lights to code 
prior to a boardinghouse license inspection or OJ scraping sufficient cash 
reserves so Beverly the cook could pay for the week’s menu or negotiating 
discounts with Shrewsbury Liquors, effectively driving competition into 
Hickey’s domain are more indicative of Colleen’s and the Professor’s 
predictions than any dorm refurbishment or new management course could 
be. And it is hoped that the current brotherhood will continue to support 
healthy change on campus in spite of the fact that their (and the Greek 
system’s) efforts will go largely unacknowledged. 


So the Swill Shop will add a few prognostications of its own. (Though 
perhaps wishful thinking) by 2020 WPI boffins will wake up and publically 
acknowledge the support that the fraternity and sorority system has given 
the very foundations of the Institute for over a century. And should one 
day the Goat’s Head Pub, like the Phoenix, arise from the ashes, the Greeks 
in particular will be able to belly up to the bar and say: 


Pil drink to that!

B.O.D. RECOMMENDS $ TO IMPROVE 8 BOYNTON 


VOTE SET FOR MAY 2

At the meeting of the Board of Directors held March 28, 
discussions focussed on the new 1998-99 undergraduate 
budget and upgrades to the House. Results of the 
undergraduate survey (see summary of survey results on 
page 3) were also discussed. 


The Board unanimously approved and sent to the 
Association for vote a plan to upgrade furniture and cosmetic 
items in the House. This plan calls for spending $25,000 of 
building fund monies and receiving matching funds from 
WPI to accomplish the tasks this summer. A decorator was 
utilized to plan the upgrades. A special meeting of the 
Association is planned for May 2 to vote on the plan. This 
action is in response to long-term deterioration of the House 
condition and a significant concern of the undergraduates 
and many graduates. Renovations were considered a critical 
item in the undergraduate survey results. 


A new House continued as a topic of discussion. In addition 
to the information presented at the Association meeting last 
October that a new house would cost $500,000-$1,000,000 
depending on size and quality, it was indicated that the 
numbers of brothers living in the house need to be over 20 to 
handle a mortgage of $400,000 and over 40 for a mortgage 
of $800,000. The search for new housing will continue. 


An undergraduate budget for the new year of $128,312 was 
approved. This budget includes a $3000 increase in 
social/activity funding to meet an increasing need for 
activities. The current year's plan will generate a small 


surplus. 


A resource list to include those Graduate Brothers who can 
support short term projects is being compiled. Please take 
time to respond and volunteer. 


The Board respectfully requests your support of the ongoing 
activities and your vote of support for the House renovations. 


2 PROPERTIES STUDIED BY ARCHITECTS 
by Bob Tonning, ‘95 


The Board of Directors called a meeting of the Association 
on December 6, 1997 to present their findings of a 
feasibility study launched to investigate two potential 
fraternity houses on campus. The study, which took several 
months to organize and execute, was completed by Jordan 
O’Connor ssociates, a local Architectural firm who was 
involved in the Lambda Chi Alpha housing project a few 
years ago. The Board commissioned O’Connor to 
determine the feasibility of purchasing and renovating two 
local properties: 8 Boynton St., the current undergrad 
house, and 14-16 Dean St., located across the street from 
Phi Sigma Kappa and diagonally across from Sigma Pi. 


Given the goal of a providing a house which would 
hold 30 to 35 brothers, Mr. O’Connor investigated both 
properties, and considered many factors, including overall 
cost of structural and cosmetic renovations (in addition to 
bringing the two structures “up to code”), as well as zoning 
and parking issues. With the assistance of a local 
construction company, O’Connor was able to estimate the 
costs required to satisfy these requirements. 


Ultimately, however, it was determined that neither

UNDERGRADUATE SURVEY RESULTS 


by Steve Leece ‘69 


In an effort to better assess the mood and needs of the undergraduates, the Board of Directors conducted a survey 
of the undergraduate members in March. The survey, consisting of 120 questions and constructed in the fashion of 
an employee survey contained both positively and negatively worded questions and had several "check" questions 
to check validity of answers. Thirty one undergraduates participated in the survey. 


FRATERNALISM questions (dealing with views toward brotherhood and personal interactions) had in excess of 
80% favorable response. Most people indicated that they would "be willing to do more" in the House. There 
were only 2 or 3 unhappy respondents of the 31. 


COST questions showed that over 80% of the respondents believe that the costs of the fraternity are reasonable. 
90% indicated a willingness to pay more to live in a new house and 75% were willing to pay for some 
renovations. 


ATTITUDE TOWARD FRATERNITY had a 76% favorable response with virtually all unfavorable response 
coming from upperclassmen. "Nobody cares" and "the fraternity never does anything fun" had a 25% unfavorable 
response, again mostly from upperclassmen. Participation in jobs and routine house activities received >85% 


favorable response. 


CONDITION OF THE HOUSE received an overall 40% unfavorable response with 100%! of the responses 
stating they want the house fixed up. 40% think the house is the LARGEST drawback to rush. Only 50% rate 
food quality as high. The Board has taken House Condition as a major improvement effort this year. 


RELATIONS WITH WPI rate remarkably low with a 60% unfavorable response. 60% say "WPI hates us". 


NATIONAL fared poorly with many people omitting answers to National questions because they had no 
information. 60% say National adds no value. 


RUSH fared well despite 40% who think Rush is ineffective and a large amount who feel Rush needs more 
training and resources. The reimplementation of a Rush Conclave appears to be imperative. 


100% of the respondents want to maintain alcohol in the fraternity (no dry house). 


86% feel there should be more fraternity activities, especially social events and intramural and other activities. 
The Board has addressed this concern with additional budget approved for next year for these functions. 


The entire survey was discussed at the March 28th Board meeting and a copy has been given to the 


undergraduates for discussion at a regular meeting. Actions stemming from the survey have been identified by 


the Board.

(SWILL continued from page 4) Seems to me that 
the school and the world have conspired to make it 
much harder these days. The little aides to rush like 
the signs and the mailing lists 

helped the Fraternities a lot. The school acknowledged 
in the "Bible" that 70% of the men on campus would 
join fraternities and supported that activity. They 
never "banned" parties and always supported the IFC 
(certainly the year I sat on it). When big problems 
arose (like the TKE sewer party incident) (and it was a 
terrific party as those alums who were there with me 
will attest) the school worked hard to keep the 
problem at home and deal with it internally. Our 
litigious society has not helped. 


But enough of the philosophizing. We will take our 
trivial leave, leaving you trivia, again from the "Tech 
Bible" 


There were a total of 19 points to be contested in the 
Freshman-Sophomore rivalry. The rope pull counted 
for 3. Rifle competition only 1. (ROTC didn't count 
for much at all.

(ARCHITECT STUDY - continued from page 1) property 
was truly feasible. In order for 8 Boynton St. to house more 
people, an addition would need to be constructed over the 
existing party room. However, due to the inadequacy of the 
party room foundation, this addition would need to be 
supported independently. Furthermore, this property would 
have insufficient parking, and would also require major 
renovations to meet current building codes, including a 
complete sprinkler system, handicapped access, and a first 
floor bedroom. The Dean Street property also lacked adequate 
parking, requiring the fraternity to purchase an additional lot 
within 1000 feet of the property for the construction of a 
parking lot. The final recommendation from the Architect was 
for AXP to continue its housing search. 


While the undergrads continued their search, the BOD met 
again to discuss fraternity housing. In this meeting, the Board 
voiced their concems that current undergraduate numbers may 
not be sufficient to support a new house. It was suggested by 
the undergraduates that the condition of the current house was 
a very negative selling point during Rush, and also negatively 
impacted the morale of the brotherhood. The BOD approved a 
motion to contract an interior decorator to advise AXP on ways 
to improve the current fraternity house, and provide estimates 
of these costs. The Board also discussed investing between 
$20,000 and $30,000 for this purpose. 


The Board also met with WPI to discuss AXP’s feelings of the 
current condition of the 8 Boynton St. property. BOD 
Chairman Bob Tonning met with Mr. John Miller, Director of 
WPI Plant Services, who currently manages this property. In 
this meeting, the Board informed WPI of its plans to invest 
some of its funds to improve the living conditions in the house, 
citing our intentions to invest the majority of our money In 
items which could be taken with us if a new house was 
purchased (sofas, tables, chairs, etc.). The Board asked the 
school to make a similar financial commitment, making 
Significant improvements to the structure itself. Mr. Miller 
indicated that WPI was willing to make many such 
improvements. Some of the improvements which have already 
been slated for this summer include a sprinkler system and 
Internet access in each bedroom. The BOD will meet with the 
School again this spring to discuss additional house 
improvements. 


Overall, the BOD learned a great deal during their 
investigation of the two properties, and will most likely re 
the process if other potential properties become available. In 
the interim, the Board will work closely with WPI to transform

V V ell, so bloody much for Tradition! At 


a recent Saturday morning at the house, a 
flock of postulants (can't even call them 
pledges these days!) arrived and not a 
single "Hail, Cheers, Greetings" was heard 
from the lot! Worse yet, not one of the 
brothers and few of the grads (save for 001 
and 015) had ever heard the entry tune.

It 
would be a shame not to know when the 
music died. 


Have to say, the house is a million per cent 
better looking now that all the fixes have 
been made. Anyone who hasn't seen it sure 
needs to. At a minimum, be sure to plan 
for the big bash next fall! Don't worry, 
you'll recognize the place, but it will look a 
whole lot better than you ever remembered. 
Even if all you remember is 30 Trowbridge. 


Now, interestingly, there are many 
comparisons which can be drawn between 
the "new, improved" 8 Boynton and the 
(dearly departed) 30 Trowbridge. And 
since we deal only in trivial trivia here, 
some of those comparisons (ones that can 
be printed) are noted below.

I 
was a little hesitant in running 
because I had been incredibly busy 
with classes and being chapter 
president my junior year, but such 

is life and this was no excuse. 

What really got me interested was the frustration in 
knowing that things could be done better with just a 
more organized and concise commitment. This was 
something I knew I could bring to the position. Like 
many of the chapter presidents, I was frustrated with 
the way that chapters communicated with each other 
and with the school. In the middle of D term (April of 
2000) three chapter presidents, myself included, were 
at a leadership conference and we were all 
complaining on the way IFC was being run. 
Wondering if the rest of the presidents saw the same 
things we were seeing, we decided to organize, totally 
informal, presidents’ meetings. Fridays at 5 we would 
order some pizzas (no beers because it we met on 
campus) and meet to discuss anything and everything. 
We talked about drinking, judicial policies, lack of 
entertaining campus-wide events, social probation, 
frustration with some campus cops, etc. At these 
meetings it was often said that the problem with IFC 
is that we need people on IFC that have experience 
dealing with the problems that the chapters face. 

This brings me to my next point, which is how I 
got elected. Four people, including myself, were 
Tunning for the position, two of whom were already 
regulars to IFC meetings: myself as a chapter 
president and a Phi Sig Kap who was the IFC Risk 
Management officer. Luckily this Crow guy had some 
things going for him. One was that the people who 
vote for the IFC positions are the chapter presidents, 
of which many I had become good friends with 
through the presidents’ meetings. The second thing 
was that also through these meetings I knew all the 
problems and concerns of the people who were 
voting. 
I was away in London for C term and had a hand 
picked interim fill in. So I have really only been at the 
job since mid-March, but it has been an interesting

start already. As of right now the only thing that I 
have knowingly accomplished this term is bring more 
organization and accountability to the council. Typed 
agendas and pre-determined meeting times and places 
have already greatly increased attendance both of 
chapter presidents and IFC executives. Also, we have 
already ‘ironed out' all the dates of IFC events and 
rush dates for the upcoming school year. This allows 
all the chapters and other campus organizations to 
better plan their events. 

I have many goals that IJ still hope to accomplish 
before my term ends. I believe that we as a Greek 
campus must work from the inside out. Improving 
Inter-chapter relations is my top goal as President. 
What I have noticed from talking to fraternity guys 
from other campuses is that when the houses are 
really competitive in a non-friendly way it only serves 
to hurt the numbers of the whole Greek system. 
Improving internal relations starts when houses feel 
comfortable talking to each other. As president of 
AXP I knew brothers in a good majority of the 
houses. As IFC president I know brothers well in all 
the houses. Spreading goodwill between the Greek 
starts, one house at a time, one brother at a time. 
When problems arise between our house and another 
house, I have an immediate connection into that house 
and know exactly who to talk to in order to solve the 
problem. Likewise, when there are problems between 
two other houses, I know whom to first approach. 

There are still problems that I do not know 
how to fix just yet. Policies on parties and drinking 
have been and will continue to be a sticky issue. Due 
to the repercussions of the death of the MIT FIJI back 


. in December of 1998 we have been confronting an 


ever more stringent alcohol policy. The school has 
been dealing with houses that commit social 
infractions and rendering our IFC judicial board less 
and less effective. But luckily, knock on wood, there 
have been no major house incidents since I have taken 
office and I hope to see it continue that way. 

What I have realized is that we should all 
strive to make improvements not only in the house but 
also to our institution. Campus involvement for me is 
one way that I try to do this. In addition to being the 
IFC president, I am also the programs chair in the 
Student Alumni Society (SAS). This entails 
organizing the traditions events for WPI such as

and some events that we run 
with homecoming, Winter 
Carnival, and Quadfest.

Hewitty's Trivia Corner 
“Ye Olde Swille Shoppe"

When one does trivia as an avocation, discussions, reminiscences and the like often are heard to include words like “Oh, for the good old days” 
or “Weren’t those times great” or similar stuff. If both an old fart (like me) and a young sprout (like any undergraduate) are included in the 
conversation together, there will always be a few contentious points on whether it was better then or is better now. 


There are always the qualitative things. Draft then, no draft now: much better now. No AIDS then, AIDS now: much better then. Jefferson 
Airplane and Doors then, hiphop now: decidedly better then. Saturday classes then, IQP now: maybe a toss-up? But none of this is really 
quantitative. 


In the math and physics classes back in the dinosaur days we were taught extensively about ratios. For you humanities majors, that’s something 
over something else and for the psych majors we are not talking hims over hers like you do in those sexuality classes. We are talking numbers. 
And usually the dimensions cancel so a ratio is a dimensionless number. (The Red Vector would be proud!) 


Recently Physics Today Magazine... (What do you mean you don’t read Physics Today?! Everybody reads Physics Today! At least those who 
count read Physics Today! Physics is fun!) Anyway Physics Today ran an article purporting that starting salaries for physicists were between 
$40K and $70K, notwithstanding that it had several ads for postdocs and the like starting around $24K. So we’ll be generous and say a typical 
starting salary for a BS Physics is maybe $55K. Now, I remember vividly that my starting salary back in the prehistoric times was $8.5K. So 
the ratio of now to then is 6.47, not bad for now unless, of course you can’t land a job in which case it doesn’t matter anyway. 


Of course, back then the price of tuition was $1,600 per year and total including tuition expected (WPI type) college costs were $3,200 per year. 
Today they are around $35K per year (and don’t even argue because I’m currently paying for two) so the ratio is 10.94 now to then. Ugh. Ina 
nutshell, the ratio of starting salary to the cost of a year of school was 2.66 and is now 1.57. Score one (quantitatively for then). Or just call 
higher education less value added. 


Back then, Semmel’s Mustang was $2,300 as was my Triumph Spitfire. Today a low end Saturn is around $15K and a reasonable SUV is $25K 
so split the difference and the car ratio is 8.70. However, the starting salary to car ratio is 2.75 today and was 3.7 back then. Now suffers again. 


OK, let’s talk real money. Back then at Hot Dog Annie’s (everybody’s been to Hot Dog Annie’s!) we got 8 for a buck. Couple years ago, a 
case of heartburn there was like 3 for $2.75. Usurious! That’s a 7.33 ratio, so you could get more heartbum for your starting salary back then 
too. At the risk of running salt in wounds, gas then was $0.30 a gallon with a free car wash for a fill-up. Today it’s $1.80 pumped yourself and 
$5 for the wash, just push the button. All in all, a bunch more. Finally, then was the cost of a slide rule $23, drawing board $8, drafting set $18, 
can of Brasso (for the ROTC belt buckle, of course) $0.89, ROTC rifle free on loan and Tech Bible free period. So for under $50 we were 
outfitted for life. Today it’s $2500 for a reasonably outfitted computer and $18.95 per month for an internet connection. That’s about a 54.5 
times increase. (And don’t get caught up in the fact that we used to program the old IBM 1620 on the teletype at 200 bps and today we do it at 
1,500,000 bps. We make the same number of mistakes, only faster, so that’s a push.) 


So what are we concluding here? Are we concluding that the olden days are really the GOOD olden days? Are we saying that we got more 
starting pay for what we paid for the Tute? Are we saying that we could buy more back then with our starting salary than we can today? Or are 
we saying that we ought to dump the Tute, go to BU or Georgetown, major in Economics and hire on with Arthur Anderson or Mercer as a 
“consultant” and start at $80K when we graduate? Anyone from the Tute ever think of hiring on as a business consultant? If they take history 
majors, they ought to take engineers. 


Nixon was a crook back then you say? Yes, but Bush is an imbecile today so they cancel and besides that’s qualitative so get back to the 
numbers. 


OK. Maybe even the quantitative analysis does not answer the then-now question. But one set of number ratios really stands out, it seems to 
me. Back then, every undergrad was charged $5 a month to go to the building fund. That was the price of one dinner out every month. Just 
think what could be done if every brother and every graduate put the cost of one dinner out a month towards the building fund. At $25 per 
dinner these days and around 500 members total, we could put $150K a year in the building fund. If you don’t eat much and put a $15 lunch 
per month in we would still put $90K a year in the fund. Even if everybody did the olden day $5 a month (you can’t even buy a beer in some 
establishments for that these days!) we’d still put in $30K annually. Heck, just an annual contribution of $50 in memory of the extinct slide rule 
and drafting set would be nice. Or $18.95 a month to match the internet connection. 


So the real conclusion is that any of you chintzy bastards who didn’t cough up a few beers or lunches or dinners to the building fund when you 
sent in your dues (you DID send in your dues, didn’t you??) ought to be sufficiently ashamed of yourself and send in a check to the AXP 
building fund. If you can’t remember the grad chapter treasurer’s address, just send it to the house (that’s 8 Boynton St. Worcester 01609 for 
those of you who have dissolved sufficient brain cells) and it will get taken care of immediately. I promise you that you'll feel so much better 
when you do it and smug and towering over the crowd as well.

A-Term mandatory for NIBs, to educate them on effective 
rushing and receive their opinion on proposed Rush events.

It may interest some to know that ale and lager are two major beer 
categories. Ales are generally smoother, sweeter and fruitier than 
lagers. The lagers tend to be crisp, distinctly carbonated and less aro- 
matic than ales. Pilsners are a type of lager, though brewed in a 
somewhat different process. All beers have a measurement of bitter- 
ness known as IBU’s or International Bitterness Units. The more 
bitter the beer, the higher the IBU value. Typical U.S. pilsners are 
around 5-15 whilst a tart IPA (India Pale Ale) may be up around 75. I 
contend with great surety that people who drink the mass produced, 
big-branded beers, and especially the light beers, don’t really like beer 
and have no clue as to how diverse and excellent beer can really be. 
Most should be banned from drinking the good stuff on general prin- 
ciples. 


What one pays for beer is not governed by ingredients. Typically, 
hops constitutes 0.2% of the cost, malt 3.5% and sales and marketing 
about 21%. The rest is found in mark-ups, distribution and mostly 
taxes. So you know where your money mostly goes. 


Beer has a Jong and noble history. The ancient Babylonians 
(Sumerians) were brewing beer long before the Egyptians rose to 
fame and co-opted the brewers’ art. The Babylonians were sticklers 
for quality too, decreeing that any commercial beermaker who sold 
unfit beer would be drowned in his own libation. 


One of the first recorded toasts was around 400AD when British King 
Vortigern raised his tankard of ale at a royal dinner in honor of Row- 
ena, the visiting daughter of Saxon King Hengist. History buffs 
among you will recall that Vortigern was pretty mean, killed Hengist, 
made off with (and made) maid Rowena, and was ultimately cowed 
by Merlin who described with great clarity his impending and igno- 
minious death, And one can still quaff HB Hofbrauhaus Munchen, 
brewed in the same brewery since 1589. 


The Temperance Pledge of the Imbibers of the Elite was modeled on a 
1600 German Order of Temperance, an anti-drinking group. They

mandated that their members drink not more than seven glasses of alco- 
holic beverages at one sitting. Moreover, they were limited to only two 
such sessions per day. Moderation in all things we agree! Moderation 
continues on to today where in English and Welch pubs, 18,900,000 
pints of beer are consumed daily. Those same pubs serve 3,500,000 
meals daily as well. Hey, it’s good to have a little nibble with your beer.

So beer it is. This time, in keeping with our most recent 40" 
anniversary, we shall endeavor to assess the evolution of beer 
over the lifetime of the Fraternity. Now before the skeptics 
jump all over me saying that evolution takes a lot longer than 
40 years, and the religious right righteously chastises me for 
even considering the “E” word and the teetotalers harp why 
should we bother with beer anyway, let me say this: “shove 
it up your collective butts.” We’re going to be doing a 40- 
year evolution of beer and if you don’t like it go read some 
other column! 


The first point of evolution of beer over the life of the Frater- 
nity has to be the exceptional price control, especially on the 
cheaper brands. For a baseline, from 1966 to 1969, we sold 
beer in the Fraternity (pre-risk management, of course) for 25 
cents, 35 cents for imported brands. On that we made about 
5 cents over what we paid Slick at Eastside Liquors. That 
was basically the discount he gave us over retail. Also at that 
time you could get a seven-ounce beer at the Boynton for 
fifteen cents. So basically we’re looking at $1.50 a six-pack 
for regular beer, $2.10 for imported/premium and $0.35 for a 
pint of cheap draft at a dumpy dive. 


Today one can generally buy a six-pack of cheap stuff for 
under $3.00 and a six of import for around $6. A pint of 
regular beer cost me $2.50 last week in Buffalo. So that’s 
about a 2-times, a 2.9-times and a 7-times price increase in 
40 years. 


Compare that with starting engineering salaries (was $9K, 
now $50K), a sporty car (was $2.5K, now $25K) and WPI 
tuition (was $1,600, now $26,500) and you get increases of 
5.6-times, 10-times and 16.6-times. Beer definitely has beat 
out the other inflation! OK, the WPI tuition also includes 
room, you say? So add back the $35/month in the old days, 
the $1600 becomes $1915 and the increase is still 13.8-times. 
The price of beer has increased a lot less than other life- 
giving substances over the 45-year period!

My guess is that the beer industry has held the line on price not because they’re nice guys 
but because of the second major evolutionary change over the period: the development of 
microbreweries. As I recall back at Slick’s or Hickey’s, our big selection was Bud, Miller, 
Schlitz, Knickerbocker, Narragansett, Pabst and occasionally Schaefer. Coors was only 
sold in six western states. Busch didn’t arrive on the scene till later. Hamm’s had neat 
commercials with the bear but the beer was pretty rough and mostly non-available in New 
England. Today at any self-respecting super market (at least in NY and NH) you can find 
fifty or so brands to choose from. Fat Tire, Magic Hat, Harpoon, not to mention a plethora 
of imports, all scrumptious, are all available. And what a variety of tastes there are! They 
are well worth the price compared to the big guys. And sampling can be an event in itself. 


So now we have the gargantuan mass producers up against the small but optimized and ex- 
tra-tasty little guys. The little guys can sell for $6 or soa six-pack and make money. To 
keep market share, the Enormous Bloats have to under cut prices in a big way. Which 
brings us jumping to another conclusion. Based on market share of the big (cheap) guys, 
the average beer drinker wants a cheap buzz first and is not the least interested in taste. 
(You can do it even cheaper with a jug of Everclear and a pack of Kool-Aid.) But to cap- 
ture the buzz market, the big guys have to drop prices significantly. And for that we all 
win! It’s probably just as well that buzz sells so well over taste since the brewing capacity 
of the micros is quite insufficient to handle the guzzling needs of the general public. 


We should probably take a quick look at a yery important combination of the two concepts 
above as they relate to Fraternities and college life in general. We will call it “Buzz-for-the 
Buck.” As we all know, cash flow in college time is all outward and it is only when one 
graduates does the flow (hopefully) reverse. Perhaps the “Buzz-for-the-Buck” concept is 
what really is the engine driving the whole beer market share thing. 


Attesting to this are some words from an esteemed friend and colleague. “I will say that 
during my days as an undergrad, I drank quite a bit of Bud Lite, and believe it or not in col- 
lege now-a-days, a party that is serving Bud Lite is considered pretty high class. Yes, Iam 
serious. The average college kid is lacking much to make a comparison too. The typical 
fraternity party now-a-days is full of Busch, Busch Lite, Natural Lite, Icehouse, Red Dog, 
and a whole bunch of junk that is the sale of the week from the dregs of the beer pile at 
State Liquor. So Bud Lite is a premium beer. AXP is actually considered a good place to 
party because they often have Bud Lite available, and 18-22 year old girls like anything 
that has the word “lite in it. If I were back in college, I think I would actually introduce 
myself as Pete Low Carb Lite Tessier.”

Proposed Bylaw Amendment Needed to Keep Up With Chapter’s Growth 
Submitted by Bob Tonning '95, Chairman of the Board of Directors 


For the past three years, the amount of effort required to manage the Building Association and 
its various responsibilities has been increasing. Property ownership, along with the associated tasks of 
future planning, development, and fundraising efforts, has added significantly to the demands placed 
upon Board members. The current terms (five years) coupled with the limited number of positions 
(five elected) were appropriate for the “Board of the Past”, but is no longer effective for the growing 
needs of our chapter today [It was recently noted that 10 of the 12 houses on campus currently employ 
professional property management companies to assist them in some capacity, AXP if one of two that 
relies solely on its Board of Directors]. 


Our Chapter’s growth over the past few decades is due in large part to the many great contributions of our brotherhood. The pro- 
posed bylaw changes aim to encourage involvement from a larger portion of our alumni. Our increased responsibilities as homeowners have 
created a situation where it is becoming essential to increase the membership of the Board. At the same time, we are all-too-aware of the 
many external commitments that graduate brothers face, and realize that a five year commitment (also referred to by many as a “life sen- 
tence”) may discourage some worthy candidates from participating on the Board. 


To that end, the members of the Board of Directors unanimously support and recommend a change to the by-laws which will (1) 
increase the number of elected members from five to nine; (2) increase total Board size from seven to eleven (recall that the Graduate Chapter 
President and Undergraduate Chapter President sit as named members of the Board; (3) reduce term commitments to a more comfortable 
level (three years rather than five); and (4) add Board officer positions designed to focus on current and on-going needs. 


With a larger Board of Directors in place, the tasks required to support our growing organization can be divided into many smaller 
subcategories. In addition to the president, vice president, treasurer and secretary positions, new officers could handle tasks such as property 
management, fundraising, risk management, and public reldtions (among others) to help distribute the current workload, thereby yielding 
more effective and efficient chapter operations. 


The last five years have witnessed the purchase of our first chapter house (after more than 35 years of renting), extensive planning 
for a new addition (as well as receiving tens of thousands of fundraising dollars to support these plans), and continued growth of our chapter 
at WPI and at the National level. On behalf of the current Board, I respectfully ask for everyone’s support of the proposed Bylaw changes, as 
well as your consideration to become part of the “New Board”. 


On April 21, Carla (Caputo) Modderno (WPI Class of ‘96) passed away after a long and very courageous battle with 
leukemia, with her husband Jeff ('95) and mother by her side. She will always be remembered for her generosity, 
bright smile, and infectious happiness. 


Carla played an important role to those Brothers around the house from 1992 to 1996. Carla was a Friend of the 


Fraternity. Her contributions to the House are honored by a plaque on the wall of the library, and in the hearts of 
many. Jeff and Carla attended many summer brother parties, grad appreciation days, Toad Valley Pig Roasts, and 
other gatherings where the fraternity was represented. Carla was always there, making sure everyone had as good 
of a time as she did, as well as forming and maintaining lasting friendships with many brothers and their wives/ 
girlfriends. As evidenced by the amazing turnout of support for her family during her illness, Carla was a very impor- 
tant part of AXP in recent years. 


The support of the brotherhood has been truly extraordinary - from undergraduates who likely never even met Carla 
gathering for a blood drive, to the help that Jeff and the family received throughout her illness from many others.
